subject. 

2. The Japanese Protocol was informed of the idea. Our security 
team visited the Temple this afternoon. 

3. Your observations that the WIP would see the bust of Netaji, sign 
the book and meet the Chief Priest have been noted and conveyed to the 
Temple. The Temple has kindly agreed to conclude this in the allotted 10 
minutes. You may kindly note that the ashes are in the Main Prayer Hall 
(up-stairs). 

4. The Temple was established in 1594, inspired by the God of Wealth 
and Happiness. It belongs to the Nichiren Sect of Buddhism. It teaches 
that human salvation lay only in the Lotus Sutra. 

5. The ashes reached the Temple on 18 th September 1945^ Although 
ashes are normally brought to temples only for the purpose of the funeral 
ceremony. Rev. Mochizuki, father of the present Chief Priest of the Temple, 
had kindly agreed to keep them in safe custody.
